BUSINESS IN HONGKONG. ; 


___—~e_— 


aN UNPRECEDENTED DULLNESS. 
STAGNATION AND LIFE- 
LESS MARKETS. 


[Hongkong Telegraph” Special. 


‘In glaucing over the events of 
the period after the signing of the 
Armistice, the question arises: 
How has the financial and econo- 
mjc world of Hongkong been 
_ affected? “Since the Armistice, 
business in the Colony has alack- 

vened steadily. It grew worse and 
worse until today itisin some 
directions decidediy dull. Decem- 
ber was bad, but January was 
quieter.and February quieter still; 
today trade in some lines in 
in, Hongkong is almost at @ stand- 
still. Where orders had been 
placed before the Armistice these 
had to be taken delivery of when 
they were shipped. Most merch- 
. ants now prefer to adopt the 
Asquithian policy of “ wait and 
see. They do not know how 
“things will pan out. 

This is a period of transition. 
At the end of 1918, peace arrived 
with a auddenness not anticipated, 
even when it was talked about as 
a possibility two years ago. Only 
two wars of the past century can 

» compare with this warin duration, 
in scope of military operations or 
in the strain’ on economic 

_fesources. One of them, the 
twenty-year Napoleonic con- 
‘flict, was’ followed by an 
extremely violent decline of 
prices, by a long paralysis of 
industrial and financial activity, 
and by nearly.ten years of hard 
times. The other, the American 
* Civil War, ended with many 
predictions of similar re-adjust- 
ment. ere was, in. fact, a 
considerable period of hesitation, 
“ though without any ‘panicky 
reaction, and this was followed 
by.a new forward movement 
under whose impulse one of the 
- greatest periods of American 

. industrial expansion . occurred. 

‘People. wha predict a repetition 
we Europe of the experience of 
century ago point to the pro- 
digious exhaustion of man-power | 
and accumulated capital in the 
past four “years, to the derange-' 
ment of the finances of European * 


Governments and to the fact! 


that the artifical stimulus of, 
industry, by the war orders 
which -have been withdrawn, 
had been greater this time than 
in any previous war, so that the 
reaction to the peace-time de- 
mands. of an exhausted world 
may be even more violent than 
that of 1815. _ 
+ What is to be the economic’ 
‘character of 1919 in China? “It 
is not possible to forecast the 
economic future without know- 
ing with more certainty what 
will - be the economic factors. 


a foodest guess rather than a 
positive opinion. 

No one can expect us.to turn a 
short corner from war conditions 
to peace conditions, without a 
halt. We cannot expect to im- 
mediately change from » war 
basis to a peace basis without 


‘lsome business reaction and dis- 


turbance. Level-headed business 
men in Hongkong believe that 
after a short period of unsettle- 
ment Hongkong may look forward 
toan eta of marked prosperity. 
How long jt will last is at 
present” beyond one’s horizon. 
The merchants in Hongkong look 
to drops in prices as well asin 
freights. It is not likely that 
freights will go down very much 
lower than they are now. ‘Ta this 
case we speak with special 
reference tothe freight rates from 
Hongkong to the Pacific Coast 
Ports. Merchants and shippers 
have refrained from buying ex- 
cept for immediate needs. In fact 
a merchant has made the remark 
that at no time during the war 
had he experienced such absolute 
stagnation in business as he is 
experiencing now. The present 
conditions that prevail in 
Hongkorg prevail in Shang- 
hai. and, from mail. and 
cable intimations, at Home and 
in America. 
Thegeneralconsensus ofopinion 
is that a busy time is ahead of us 
—that is as soon as things have 
resumed normal conditions. Com- 
modities are slowly going down 
in prices. Since the Armistice 
was signed, the Chinese metal 
dealers in Hongkong had , the 
enormous orders they previously 
placed with American - manu- 
facturers cancelled. The orders 
were ‘placed through ‘import 
houses in the Colony. It was a 
lucky thing that,.in many cases, 
they succeeded in getting the 
orders cancelled. Otherwise the 
metal market would have been 
seriously “dislocated when the 
cargoes arrived. As it is, there is 
at present a large stock in Hong- 
kong. This is explained by the 
fact that the demand from places 
like Java, Singapore, and Bombay 
has ceased. ‘During the last 
two years or so the Straits Settle- 


ments, Java and Bombay hadj. 


ordered large supplies of metals 
from the Colony. Business in 


metals is practically ata stand- |’ 


still, Dealers evince no interest 
in new business and until they are 
,able to find buyers for ‘their 
stocks, there is little likelihood 
of fresh enquiry. They ate 
not likely. to operate to 
any extent for some” months, 
judging from the present enquiry.

SHIPBUILDING IN CHINA. 


The progréss “of shipbuilding |. 


in China is reviewed in an article 
prepared by the Latin-American 
Division of the Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, which 
states in part; “After forty-four 
years af steam. navigation in 


J China, the shipping is still large- 


ly owned and controlled by foreign 
interests. In 1917 there were 
eighty-seven steamships engaged 
in Chinese coastwise trade, only 
twenty-seven of which were 
Chinese owned, and in March of 
the samo year 1,077 vessels of all 
types, aggregating 76,425 tons, 
were plying on inland waters, 
only one-fifth of which were 
Chinese owned: The total shipp- 
ing tonnage, foreign and coast- 
wise, entering and clearing for 
the “year 1916 and 1917 was as 
follows -—

The advantage these figures 
show for Chinese shipping is more 
apparent than real. Only asmail 
number of the vessels under Chin- 
ese ownership are of more than 
600 consand there are only twenty- 
seven that can be classed as 
steamships. Owing to inadequate 
railroad facilities, and serious de- 
erease in shipping tonnage engag- 
ed in coasting trade restricts the| 
inland commerce of the.country; 
thus when the total foreign and 
coastwise tonnage entered and 
cleared drops from 90,663,005 tons 
in 1914 to 86,907,049 tons in 
effect is serious. 
The oldest and largest shipbai 
ing concern in the 
Kiangnan Dock & Engineering 
Works, at Shanghai, is controlled 
by the naval board of the Peking 
government. Originally designed 
as a'naval yard for repairs to 
foreign built Chinese warships, 
it was placed at the disposal of 
the United States Government in 
Arrangements were 
then made for the construction of 
four 10,000 ton ocean steamers 
and an option was given for eight 
more of the same capacity, the 
steel being shipped from the 
United States and all other 
material being supplied in 
China. At the same time, 
the British Government con- 
the Hongkong 
& fWampo Dock Co. {Ltd.) 
for six standard steel ships, one 
of 5,000 tons and five of 8,000 
tons each, four of which are to be 
constructed with American steel. 
The New Engineering and Ship- 
building works at Shanghai, which 
has a capacity for six ships of 
5,000 tons, is also building two 
ocean-going vessels of 2,000 tons 
each; and the Shanghai Dock and 
Engineering Co.,a British concern 
with five ways, has undertaken 
the construction of five stand: 
ardised ships of 5,000 tons. 
Whereas the steel for the ‘first 
ocean-going ship to be constract- 
ed in China has necessarily. been 
imported, itis predicted’ that in 
the near future China, possess- 
ing all the necessary raw ma- 
terials in abundance, will be able 
to construct and ‘equip ocean- 
going vessels entirely of domestic 
materials.

For one thing. Japanese labour is 
not sweated; and by his letter 
one, would think it was. The 
» reason why Japan can turn out 
silk in the manufactured state at 
‘a lower figure than other countries 
is that this industry is 2 natural 
feature of those islands. The 
mulberry and the silkworm are 
found in the southern islands of 
Japan, which resemble the North 
Mediterranean seaboard in 
climate, Mr. Walker must 
_-remember that silk industry is 
really foreign to the United King- 
dom, and at a disadvantage in 
competition ,with silk which is 
native-grown and manufactured.
